Library funds 
spent on DNR sit 
at least $190,000

"[ want the public to know how much 
was wasted on a site that was resoundingly 
refused by the public,” Barbara Miller told 
the Belleville Area District Library Board 
at its regular meeting Jan. 13. 

She said while the board’s CPA Ron 
Traskos estimated $165,000 at the last 
meeting, Miller said she believes it is at 
least $190,000 and probably more. 

Miller, an attorney, said she had submitted 
a Freedom of Information Act request to 
the library asking for documents on the 
money spent from the library’s operating 
budget and fund balance to pay for various 
aspects of the failed building proposal. 

Miller asked for “a copy of the 
breakdown of the specific expenses of any 
kind and nature that were paid regarding 
the proposed new library” including, 
^... real estate options, property taxes 
attorney fees, architect fees, printing 
costs for publicity, design expenses for 
publicity, bond counsel and other consultant 
fees." 

She said she received an answer to her 
FOIA, but she is going to appeal it since she 
believes many invoices were not included. 

Deputy Library Director Mary Jo Suchy 
said there were a couple of items missed 
in Traskos' report, but he was reporting on 
the fiscal year. 

Miller said, for example, the Thrun law 
firm wasn't on his list. Also, all the property 
appraisals and real estate options weren't 
included, among other omissions. 

On the accounts payable list for the Jan. 
13 meeting the board approved a Dec. 16 
payment of $7,266.30 for summer and 
winter property taxes for the Jerry and 
Charlotte Spencer property next door to the 
DNR property that was proposed to be part 
of the new library site.

Enforcement to begin Feb. 1 for Harbour Pte. street parking

Enforcement on the new parking 
ordinance for Harbour Pointe subdivision 
begins on Feb. 1. This follows a 90-day 
period the city gave to residents to get used 
to the new procedure before starting to 
write tickets or tow vehicles. 
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The ordinance calls for parking on only 
one side of the streets in the subdivision to 
allow clearance for emergency vehicles. 

In a last-ditch effort, ordinance opponent 
Jeff Harris attended the Jan. 20 Belleville 
City Council meeting with a written 
proposal, which he handed to the council. 

His proposal apparently called for 
doubled-sided parking in the front of the 
subdivision, with single sided parking 
beyond that. 

Harris and his daughters have been the 
only residents of Harbour Pointe to attend 
council meetings to protest the new parking 
rules. They presented a lengthy report on 


parking in other communities to the council 
at one point. The main thought seemed to 
be that wider thoroughfares encouraged 
speeding. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the city 
fire chief was not present at that night's 
meeting, but she had no reason to believe 
he would change his mind on the new 
regulations that he requested. 

Keith Tackett, DPW Director, said the 
very day after the last council meeting that 
Harris attended, the city had a slowdown 
of an emergency vehicle at the site that 
Harris wants to be two-sided parking. He

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Tony D’Onofrio elected for fourth PS 


term as president of Friends

Tony D’Onofrio was elected 2015 
president of the Friends of the Belleville 
Area District Library at Saturday’s annual 
membership meeting. This is the fourth year 
that D’Onofrio is serving as president. 

Nakenya Lewis Yarbrough, who served 
as president in 2014, at the last minute told 
the group she couldn’t serve as president 
this year because of the time spent at her 
work and college classes. So, D’Onofrio, 
who was slated to run for vice president 
for a second year, instead agreed to run as 
president and Yarbrough was elected vice 
president. 

Katerina Tyner was elected treasurer and 
Rick Cichewicz, secretary. 

During the meeting Cichewicz, who 
had served as treasurer last year, gave 
the report that there was $14,361.87 total 
in the treasury at the end of the year and 
more than $11,000 was spent throughout 
the year. 

Among the purchases for the library, 
the Friends provided a new outside book 
drop, paid for half of the Summer Reading 
program, and replaced ten worn-out office 
chairs. 

Book Chairman Carol Schank was not 
present, but sent a report that the four book 
sales and donations at those sales in 2014 
brought a total of $1,376.65. 

Books sold at the library entryway and the 
book room, plus more donations, brought a 
total of $7,367.33. 

In a note at the bottom of her report, 
Schank wrote: “Some of the donations are 
from the gentleman who buys the boxes of 
discarded books. Other donations are end 
of year.” 

Membership Chairman Marty Wilson said 
in 2014, there was $692 paid for normal 
memberships and $2,650 in donations. 
In 2015, so far, $253 has been paid for 
memberships. 

Program Chairman Dee Crowe gave a 
written and oral report on the nine programs 
presented in the 2014 “Homegrown 
Knowledge Series.” She said travelogues 
are the best attended and, “If you’ve 
traveled someplace, give us a call.” 

She announced upcoming programs: 
Judge Parrott talking about the court system 
on Feb. 12 and Hilary Savage talking about 
her visit to India on March 12. Savage is in 
India now. 

Barbara Miller said from the audience 
that she saw April 9 and May 14 had no 
programs listed and she wanted to suggest 
a program. 

Miller said a student who lives in 
Belleville did an analysis of a library in 


Belleville, “by happenstance,” and Bernie 
Grant heard it. 

Grant said he is an architect at Hamilton 
Anderson in downtown Detroit and heard 
the student give a presentation for a college 
class. The student analyzed the City of 
Belleville and possible uses of the library. 

“It was the best project in the class,” 
Grant said, adding that it would give people 
something to think about. 

Library Director Deb Green said she 
had worked with the student and got him 
information he needed. She said there is 
a program that is confirmed for the April 
session now — Feril Foods of Willis. 

So, after discussion, Crowe agreed to 
schedule the student to give his presentation 
on Belleville and the library on May 14. 

Members of the audience were urged 
to take copies of the library survey out to 
their friends and neighbors to fill out. The 
deadline is March 31. Director Green said 
she has 300 surveys completed, which is a 
good start.

A custodian who left her job Monday 
because the stress was too great to try to 
continue working for the Van Buren Public 
Schools, said as long as she was leaving, 
she might as well go out telling the whole 
story. Her report is on page 5. 

Is this an aberration? A fluke? Hardly. 

We hear reports regularly from inside 
the VBPS, but few are willing to stand up 
and attach their names to their comments 
for fear of losing their jobs, which sustain 
them and their families. Fear wins here. 

But some press ahead fearlessly and win. 
For example, a law suit recently was settled 
out of court with two former employees: 
Karen Mida and Margaret Voigt. They 
sued after they were pushed out of their 
jobs by new School Supt. Michael Van 
Tassel. Both were contenders for his 
position and Voigt actually had been named 
deputy superintendent by the previous 
superintendent. Now they are gone. 

We submitted a Freedom of Information 
Act request to the VBPS to find out how 
much the school district had to pay to settle 
the case, because that’s how we always get 
the figure and the plaintiffs had signed non- 
disclosure statements. But, VBPS refuses to 
release the number saying, incredibly, that 
they don’t have paperwork concerning that 
because it’s all handled by their insurance 
company. We appealed and School Board 
President Brent Mikulski turned down our 
appeal.

To the Editor: 

InJuly,Istarted going to the doctor because 
they thought I had cancer. A couple of times 
I had to call off my doctor's appointments 
because my supervisor, James Williams, 
wouldn't allow me to leave an hour early 
or take the day off. 

I had sick and vacation days coming, but 
still I was turned down. 

I was Head Custodian for McBride 
Middle School and worked for the district 
almost 16 years. 

I found out I didn't have cancer, but 
in September I was diagnosed with 
rheumatoid arthritis. That's when my 
doctor gave me three restrictions because 
they were running more tests on me, but I 
could do all the other jobs I was supposed 
to do. 

Because of the vibrations into my hands, 
my doctor didn't want me to: use a weed 
whipper, do snow blowing (no snow yet), 
or mow a courtyard that took just a half 
hour a week. 

Ilet Mr. Williams know what I had and 
gave him my restriction note. He told me 
how deeply sorry he was. Then later on that 
day I got called into his office. He told me 
he had to do some more checking into it, 
but he didn't think he had to accommodate 
my restrictions, like he didn't believe what 
I had. He said he would keep me informed. 
I went back to work the next day and got 
a phone call saying there was someone 
coming to replace me and I should go to 
the Ad. Building. 

When I went in his office, he said with 
a smile on his face, “We do not have to 
accommodate you" and that I was off work 
until I went back to the doctor. Without 
pay. 

ThenIgotdiagnosed with the fibromyalgia, 
COPD, and osteoarthritis. 

I informed the school of my diagnosis, 
but they had no response. I had to end up 
quitting. 

I went to the union but I was told the school 
claimed “hardship” and they couldn't pay 
me, which they said is allowed.

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I didn't need all the stress and so I quit on 
Monday, Jan. 26. I feel a lot of relief. There 
was so much stress. 

Earlier Mr. Williams insisted I fill out a 
family leave form to get the two weeks of 
vacation I had coming. I had asked for the 
vacation in advance because my mother 
was having surgery. My mother's doctor 
had to sign something just for me to get 
the vacation I earned to take care of my 
mother. 

People don't know what it's like working 
as a custodian for the school district. They 
cut our pay. Laid custodians off, so we 
were working bare bones. But, it's funny 
how the upper people get raises and we 
don't. 

The district came up with an anti-bullying 
policy for the students. We all should be 
concerned about our students being bullied. 
But, the management of Van Buren Public 
Schools does not seem to care how the 
employees are treated by their supervisors. 

The emotional and mental treatment of 
employees is nothing less than another 
form of bullying. If you stand up for 
yourself or anyone else, you are watched 
for any mistake. People start staying away 
from you because they do not want to be in 
the spotlight with you. 

My friends in the union who stand 
up for us and our contract are always 
questioned about what they are doing. 
When night custodians have an issue, the 
union grievance person is not allowed on 
the property at all without permission of 
management. 

I believe Mr. Williams and other people 
in management would like to see strong 
employees quit or retire. Control is a form 
of bullying. There is no way around it. 

I will take my retirement and seek SSI. 
My doctor told me I'd have to get an 
attorney to get SSI. 

The good part of my life is that I got 
married on Nov. 22 to a good man. That 
helps a lot. 

I just wanted the people in the Van Buren 
Public Schools district to know what's 
going on. If they treat their employees 
like this, how do you think they treat your 
children?

said he didn’t think the fire chief would 
be interested in having two-sided parking 
there. 

“Enforcement begins Feb. 1,” said Mayor 
Conley. “We meet on Feb. 2,” referring to 
the next council meeting. 

“The original purpose of the proposal 
is access to the site,’ Councilman Tom 
Fielder said of the new regulations. “The 
administration has never brought up ‘speed’ 
... It was never brought up by police that 
there has been excessive speed there.” He 
said he stays with his vote to approve the 
new regulations. 

Planning commission member Mike 
Renaud, who also lives in Harbour Pointe, 
said to Police Chief Hal Berriman that 
when he starts enforcement he might look 
at those who block the sidewalks because 
there are two or three who regularly do 
that. 

“Is the fire chief calling the shots?" asked 
Harris. “Did you even read the document I 
brought?” he asked the mayor. 

Mayor Conley was absent the night he 
and his daughters presented the study 
they prepared with information from the 
internet. At the next meeting, she said she 
hadn’t read it yet.

Mayor Conley told Harris the city has 
installed signs and given the residents 90 
days to get used to the idea.

Paying the Spencer taxes for summer and 
winter 2013 for $7,152.33 was an option 
payment for the property, which was 
approved in 2013 by the district library 
board. According to tax records, that was 
paid Dec. 31, 2013. 

The summer and winter taxes for 2014 
were paid Sept. 10 and Dec. 31, for a total 
of $7,266.30. 

No mention was made of the second tax 
payment before the accounts payable were 
approved at the Jan. 13 library meeting 
meeting. 

But in the July 29, 2013 Option 
Agreement for Land Purchase provided to 
the Independent by Suchy upon request, 
the Spencers agree to grant exclusive right 
to the library to purchase 11933 Belleville 
Road at the library’s option until July 31, 
2015 for the cash price of $595,000. 

Besides the $1 paid to the Spencers for 
the agreement, the library also agreed to 
pay summer and winter taxes for the 2013 
and 2014 tax years. The library has to 
inform the Spencers that they are buying 
the property on or before July 31, 2015 
and the closing on the sale must take place 
before Oct. 31, 2015. 

According to the agreement, the property 
taxes paid by the library for those two years 
would be deducted from the purchase price 
of the property. Or, if the option is canceled, 
the Spencers can keep all payments made 
to that date. 

In other business at the Jan. 13 meeting, 
the library board: 

e Witnessed the swearing in by 34" 
District Court Judge David Parrott of the 
four library board members elected Nov. 
4: Lachelle Caver, Mary Jane Dawson, 
Sharon Peters, and Tanya Stoudemire; 

* Reelected Mary Jane Dawson as 
chairwoman and Joy Cichewicz as 
secretary; and elected new members Sharon 
Peters as vice chairwoman and Tanya 
Stoudemire as treasurer. As the election 
of officers began, Stoudemire nominated 
Cichewicz for chairwoman, but Cichewicz 
declined the nomination;

Boulter asked why the library was closed 
on Friday and Saturday of Strawberry 
Festival and was told people in the past just 
came in to use the restroom and drinking 
fountains.

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C of O’s to be withheld at Walden 
Woods to get Morton Taylor paved

Three certificates of occupancy will be 
withheld by Van Buren Township from the 
developers of Walden Woods subdivision 
as leverage to get Morton Taylor Road 
paved. 

At the Jan. 13 meeting of the VBT Board 
of Trustees, Joseph Oliver of Robson Road, 
a neighbor to Walden Woods, returned to 
again talk about his fears that the original 
developer is getting ready to walk away 
before doing the paving because his three 
final houses are almost done. 

The Planned Residential Development 
agreement with Walden Woods 
Development LLC of Farmington for 
Walden Woods also promises lighting 
and sidewalks in Phase 5, which are not 
completed. 

Oliver said the McKenna Associates 
planning consultants said the road paving 
was put off with a “backdoor handshake 
deal” between the supervisor and the 
developer. 

Current VBT Supervisor Linda Combs 
said she talked with the township’s new 
Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Jack Knowles and they agree 
there is nothing in writing to change the 
PRD agreement. 

The township will withhold the certificates 
of occupancy for the last three homes 
until the terms of the PRD agreement are 
fulfilled, Supervisor Combs said. 

“This was nothing I knew of before I took 
office,” she said. 

She said when the housing market tanked, 
things slowed down for the developer 
and he wanted to wait to pave until the 
commercial corner, at Tyler and Morton 
Taylor, was developed. 

“Now they are down to three and this 
is the only leverage we have left,” Combs 
said. 

Trustee Phil Hart asked about a 
"backhanded agreement” since any 
agreements have to go through the process 
and come before the board. 

Combs clarified that the agreement 


wasn’t with the former supervisor, but with 
a former planning director. 

“They had a handshake deal they could 
wait to pave,’ Combs said. 

“That’s more feasible than saying it was 
the former supervisor,” Trustee Hart said. 

Oliver clarified the for-sale signs are on 
the vacant lots, not on homes that are 75% 
done. 

Oliver said he also uncovered a stub road 
from the subdivision that comes out on 
Robson Road. 

Combs said that is a construction

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Court Watching: 

Bumper pleads guilty to 
domestic violence, but 
can’t stop talking

Terry Bumper accepted a plea agreement 
on Jan. 21 before 34" District Court Judge 
Brian A. Oakley and pled guilty to domestic 
violence, a misdemeanor. He told the judge 
he touched his girlfriend in an improper, 
defensive manner with his hand. 

Bumper will come back to the judge for a 
sentence in the future after recommendations 
from the probation department. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Danielle Strace said she thought Judge 
Oakley should know that although Bumper 
has a no-contact order attached to his bond, 
just that morning in the court hallway he 
took pictures of the victim and her mother 
and was disrespectful to the prosecutor in 
court. 

“We have a history,” said Judge Oakley 
referring to Bumper who stood before him. 
“It’s not a good history, but I’m giving you a 
fresh start." He reminded Bumper that there 
will be no phone calls, no Twitter, or other 
contact. 

"We're looking at a possible deferred 
sentence. Ignore her or experience my 
wrath," Judge Oakley warned. 

Bumper left the courtroom after telling 
the judge he was through with his girlfriend 
and would have no reason to contact her. 
Then, Prosecutor Strace returned to the 
courtroom, telling the judge that she was 
with the victim in the hallway just then and 
the defendant kept calling out things to her 
from a distance. 

“He doesn't get the idea,” she reported. 

Court-appointed attorney Jeff Bowdich 
was directed by Judge Oakley to go get his 
client and bring him back to the courtroom. 

Bumper again stood before the judge and 
Judge Oakley again told him of the no- 
contact rule. 

Prosecutor Strace said Bumper has been 
commenting over and over and as she 
walked to the door he kept talking to her. 

"The victim is upset about the plea," 
Bowdich explained to the judge. 

“He was talking about me,” Prosecutor 
Strace told the judge. 

Judge Oakley told Bumper that if he hears 
that Bumper violated the no-contact order 
he will set Bumper’s bond at $100,000 or 
10% and he'll end up in jail. 

“Mr. Bumper is stepping back from the 
edge," Bowdich told the judge in a positive 
manner. 

After Bumper again left the courtroom, 
Judge Oakley heaved a sigh. 

“He can't shut up. He can't do it,” Judge 
Oakley said and Van Buren Township 
Detective Ken Toney, the officer on the case, 
quietly agreed. 

David Michael Dorton 

David Michael Dorton, Jr., 40, waived 
his preliminary exam on the charges of 
possession of narcotics less than 25 grams, 
delivery/manufacture of marijuana, and 


operating a vehicle while license suspended, 
revoked or denied on Jan. 11 in the city of 
Belleville.
